Luug  Destroyer  <  >r  some  other  patent  nostrum. 
Stories  mv  eurn-nt  of  so  much  as  $1UO,UOO  u 
year  U-ing  exjK.*mled  in  that  way  by  the 
owner  oi  one proprietary'medieme,  but  that 
is  a  great  d.-al  to  be  obliged  to  believe. 
Still,  it  is  evident  that  millions  are  jiuid  out 
aunually  in  mammoth  lithographic  and 
wohdeut  work  and  for  the  defacement  of  nat¬ 
ural  scenery.  Banium's  posters  alone  cost 
about  :;n,u»)0a  year,  and  then  what  is  done  for 
railway  companies,  weekly  news|ia|jers,  big 
clothing  houses,  ocean  steamship  companies, 
and  theatrical  combinations  make  up  the 
vasft  aggregate.

FETISHISM  IN  AFRICA. 


A  Terrible  Kellef  That  Spreads  Out  into 
Every  Kind  of  Villainy. 

So  universal  is  this  belief  that  almost  every 
village  of  pagan  Africa,  particularly  to¬ 
ward  the  west  coast,  has  its  fetish  Louse,  a 
grim  and  ghastly  building,  often  ranged 
round  with  human  skulls  in  every  stage  of 
decomposition,  and  a  fetish  man,  who  is  its 
high  priest.  No  human  being  surely  ever 
bail  a  more  terrific  power  commit UhL to  him, 
and  few  have  used  it  more  unsjutriAgly  or 
unscrupulously.  The  fetish  nmn  is  bound 
by  no  law;  he  recognizes  no  rules  of  evi¬ 
dence.  Anything  which  happens,  even  in 
the  orilinary  course  of  nature,  he  may  pro¬ 
nounce  to  he  the  work  of  a  fetish  or  a  wiz¬ 
ard,  and  to  need  his  assistance  to  ferret  it 
'  out. 

A  heavy  rainfall  or  a  drought.,  a  murrain 
among  the  cattle,  a  jiestilence  or  a  conflagra¬ 
tion,  a  child  devoured  by  a  wild  animal,  an 
illness  or  a  death,  each  anti  all  of  these  may 
bej.ronounccd  to  bo  “fetish;”  somebody  has 
done  it,  and  lie  must  be  detected.  So  jkis- 
sessed  are.  the  natives  by  this  belief,  it  so 
forms  part  of  their  being,  that  it  uever  oc¬ 
curs  to  any  one  of  them,  though' he  knows 
tl  a)  his  own  *urn  may  come  next,  to  ques¬ 
tion  the  reality  of  this  uncanny  jiower.  and, 
ip  -the  panic  terror  wluch  waits  upon  the 
movements  of  the  fetish  man  and  his  di*- 
eisjous,  the  negro  loses  for  a  time  some  of  his 
most  essential  and  amiable  character:  tics, 
his  frivolity,  his  light  heartedness,  even  his 
family  affection.  A  son  will  join  in  putting 
bis  father  to  death;  a  brother  will  help  Ot 
tear  to  pieces  a  brother.

I 
coukl  tell  you  instances  numerous  enough  to 
fill  u  book,  where  lawyers  and  others  have 
had  to  pay  for  impel  feet  work  and  after 
war* l  have  l**en  compelled  to  take  it  else¬ 
where  to  lx*  copied  correctly  by  a  com;ietent 
|Vrson.  Lcrtiajw  They  wouldn't  I»y^i  man 
for  such  slovenly  or  poor  work,  but  they 
huve  symjiathy  for  the  girls',  ami  so  they  pay 
them  and  talk  savagely  under  their  breath. 
There  are  lots  of  type  wa  iters  who  apjjear 
to  be  good  operators,  but  if  the  truth  were 
known  it  would  be  found  that  they  change 
their  offices  frequently.  As  more  intelligent 
women  find  their  opportunities  in  this  voca¬ 
tion,  the  unintelligent  workers  will  be  cer¬ 
tainly  crowded  out  into  pursuits  moresuit- 
abi  *  to  their  limited  abilities,  where  knowl¬ 
edge  is  not  so  pro-eminent  a  requisite.
